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N DECIDING to 
show the work of 
certain of the newest 
and most individual 
of the French artists 
in successive groups, 
one object kept in view was to avoid 
the wall crowding which would 
prevent the paintings, and so on, from 
having their proper decorative effect. 
Except in the case of the International 
Exhibition of Modern Art of 1913, the 
New York public has had no proper 
opportunity to become acquainted 
with the Moderns under the right 
conditions. 

Some of these painters have been 
introduced here at times, inadequately 
and under circumstances that must 
have been as irritating to the artists 
themselves as they were to visitors 
eager to gratify their curiosity, or to 
satisfy their need of the beautiful. 



It is believed that it will be advan- 
tageous to show the works of these 
much-discussed artists — some of them 
quite unknown to New York — in 
surroundings that have none of the 
deadness of a museum, or the bald- 
ness of the ordinary gallery, in fact, 
in a setting that suggests life itself 
and places where people live. 

Perhaps even those who hate 
everything that is new, will be led to 
view the unfamiliar and extraordinary 
with their own eyes. 

The prophecy that art would be 
dead in the Winter of 1914-15 is 
not going to come true. The Great 
War, instead of bringing everything 
to an end, is to have quite the opposite 
effect, for us. While many of the 
artists who made these paintings, 
lithographs, and engravings are doing 
their duty in the trenches, our public 
is to have the opportunity to catch up, 
to realize how far art in America is 
behind the times, and how much we 
need the stimulus that comes from 
being open to what is in the air.
